After nine of July 4 balolts, 


leaders

same positions they have occupie> 
throughout the week. Each had dem 
onstrated a veto power over the oth 
er. and neither camp was willing to 
concede that its maximum strength 
had been called out, or that its line? 
had shown signs of crumbling.

McAdoo reached his highest point

If you have followed m« elosely but not too close- 


y, you will remember how we agreed the other day 
that there is no such thing as colic.

n the home. So I am not obstinate, though sar- 
castic. Only I' have a sort or a monomania for call- 
r.g it coryza. Hlppokrates Is to blame, for that. 
When I took the Hippokratlc oath I ewore that I 
would abstain from whatever Is deleterous and mis- 
chievous, and that it what I call calling it a cold- 
There is nothing I take eo seriously as being a 
eacher of health. 
This colic business, now. If you are bound and 


determined to have a little colic In" the house oc- 
casionally, why, then, I beseech you at any rate 
not to take advantage of the baby, when he is 
busy'with anything like that and ply him with 
harmful dope. I shall not attempt to estimate how 
many dope fiends, degenerates, so called1 nervous 
wrecks, moral weaklings, drunkards and other de- 
ectlves and derelicts get their start, their crav- 
ng, \thelr first lessons In inebriety and depravity 
rom the paregoric bottle-, and the soothing syrup 
•which irresponsible parents so readily resort to for 
heir own selfish interest and utterly regardless of 
he ruinous effects of the dope on the helpless life 
of the infants. 
There is nothing so vicious ^d 


cruel and shameful as this habit of feeding young 
infants opium to "keep them quiet"—opium in the 
"orm of paregoric or in some damnable "soothing 
.yrup" or other deadly "medicine" which comes ful- 
y "guaranteed" under the humorous food and drugs 
act. It is a reproach to our national character that 
his particular form of opium—paregoric—is freely 
obtainable without let or hindrance and that thou- 
sands of children are being doped with it by irrex 
jponsible parents, while various philanthropic or- 
ganization are making a. great hue and cry about 
he alarming prevalence of drug addiction in Amer- 
ca. It is a greater reproach to our country that 
opium audits derivatives—morphin, codetn. heroic— 
are likewise freely purchaseable and in any second 
rate drug store and in some grocery shops, without 
any restriction whatever, the humorous food and 
drugs act requiring only that the dope be fairly well 
diluted.

Brain Fever 


Will you ask Dr. Brady to please explain through 


the paper the cause of spinal meningitis and brain 
fever. (Mrs. P. X. F.) 


Answer.—Meningitis means Inflammation of the 


membrane which covers the brain and spinal cord. 
In infants tuberculosis is a common cause of men- 
ingitis. Many cases of cerebral meningitis (inflam- 
mation of the membrane covering the brain) are 
caused by the common pus producing germs (strep- 
tococci and staphylococci) which gain entrance di- 
rectly from some septic condition of the nasal cav- 
ity or or the ear cavity. 
The epidemic cerebro 


spinal meningitis is caused by a specific germ which 
is probably conveyed from person, to person via dis- 
charges from nose or throat and gains entrance 
through the 'nose or throat. This epidemic form is 
sometimes called "spotted fever." from the slight 
eruption which often occurs with It and in the old 
days it was known as "brain fex'er," though it never 
occurs from shock or unrequited love or anything 
like that, as the novelist would have you think. 
More likely somebody sneezes it at you. It is one 
of the less common" of the respiratory infections 
which, through the preference of the laity, aided 
and abetted by our health authorities, manage to 
get among folks under the guise of "a cold."

These 
are two of Christ's -Jisciples who, hav- 
ing: first fled at Jesus' arrest, have 
slipped in here to follow and see what 
becomes of their master. At length 
Pilate is persuaded to let them crucj 
fy Jesus and He is led out of the city 
to be executed. 


THREE 
VERDICTS 


Quite naturally ia the course of the 


trial and execution there must have 
been many statements shouted out 
as Judgements of Jesus by the crowd 
But I want to call your attention to 
three verdicts thai the gospel narra^ 
tors thought 
important enough to 


write down for us to know about. 


The first one I call your attention 


to Is, ''He misleads the people." This 
was the verdict of the priests and re 
ligious leaders of the Jewish people 
in response to Pilate's challenge for 
their honest Judgement. They were 
against Christ because He had dared 
to reveal their hypocrisy, to preach 
against their traditions, and to fia.cn 
a new conception of religion. They 
declared that he mislead the people 
because he substituted love and right 
eousness in place of scrupulous obed 
lence to the law arid customs. • Con 
sequently, they sought to have Him 
put to death by .any legal means 
available. 
The second verdict Is "Crucify him!' 
This was ostensibly the deliberate 
judgement of the masses^ of the peo 
pie. It is interesting to observe thai

You remember he 
had closely watchwt every detail of 
the trial, saw the fact that the priests 
were jealous of his success and had 
trumped up a pretext to get rid of 
Him; 
realized that the fickle people 


were now against Him because they 
had not the vision to see what He 
was living^and dying for. He must 
have seen many prisoners in just 
such a predicament as this trial and 
cruel execution but nevar one who 
bore it all with calmness and forgiv- 
ing spirit. Convinced of the divine na 
ture of Jesus and the worthiness of 
his cause he fearlessly in the hearing 
of his persecutors and,, few friends

up Now 


Although the steering gear and brakes are two of the most: im- 


portant units on the whole car, it is a fact that few owners give them 
the twenty or thirty minutes attention they should receive about every 


Brake* adjustments'are so easy to make that there is no excuse for 


any driver who has an accident because his brakes refused to act at 
the critical moment 
After thoroughly cleaning and .lubricating al 


connections, get into the driving seat and push the service brake pedal 
in and out to make sure that it comes back promptly when youi take 
vour foot off the brake pedal. Do the same thing with the emerg- 
e?cy or hand brake, lever. If there is any sign o? stiffness or slug-

up by squirting kerosene or penetrating oil into the tube. If this- 
does not free it up then you will have to disconnect the brake rods 
and pull out the shaft and clean and lubricate it thoroughly. 


If all connections -work freely, 


then you can proceed to check up 
and if necessary adjusMhe brakes 
properly. 
First, jack up both 


wheels, then remove them if they 
are of the demountable type. First, 
adjust the service or external 
brakes. There should be a space 
of the thickness of a thick busi- 
ness card between the brake lin- 
ing and the drum. If there is 
more than this, loosen the lock 
nut or take out the cotter pin at 
adjustment C arid turn it in until 
you can just msertathe card freely 
between the lining and brake 
drum at this point, then replace 
the cotter pin or tighten the lock 
nut. Now adjust the bottom half 
of the band by loosening the 
check nut and turning adjustment 
nut B down until you have the 
lower half of the brake adjusted. 
Complete the adjustment of the 
, . , , , . , . 
band by turning down adjusting nut A until top half of the band is set 
correctly. This nut generally locks itself every half turn. If you have 
made the adjustments correctly, you will have a maximum clearance 
between the brake lining and drum of the thickness of the card at all 
points. 
The internal or emergency brakes wear very slowly and can gen- 


erally be adjusted by shortening the brake rods. To adjust, first see 
that the brake lever is fully released, then replace wheels but keep 
them jacked up. Remove the pin from the yoke on the brake rod 
at adjustment G and give it a turn to shorten the rod. Test adjust- 
ments by starting the engine and engaging low gear, letting engine 
run slowly while you apply the brake a notch at a time. If both wheels 
stop together the adjustment is O.K. If one of the wheels keeps 
revolving, then shorten the brake rod on that wheel and try again. 


If the linings have worn very 


much and you cannot take up 
wear by shortening the brake 
rods, then remove wheels and 
brake drums and . fully release 
hand brake. First, remove cotter 
pin or loosen lock nut on adjust- 
ing screw D and turn in just 
enough to prevent the lining rub- 
bing on the brake drum when the 
wheel is revolved, then lock in 
place. Now loosen the adjusting 
screw F on the toggle gear to free 
up the ends of the band, then ad- 
just op screws E just enough to 
prevent lining rubbing on the 
drum, then turn in adjusting 
Screw F to complete adjustment. 


Be very careful in making brake 


adjustments not to tighten the 
brake .bands too much or the 
brakes will drag. Always make 
certain that when the brakes are 
fully released the wheels turn 
freely. If the linings are worn so that the rivets are rubbing the face 
Of the brake drum, new brake linings will have to be fitted.

Indeed, the production schedule 


calls for 7,600,000 bolts and screws 
daily and the department itself boasts 
a record of 8,500,000. 
' To the average person the name of 
this Interesting manufacturing unit 
of the great factory Is a misnomer. 
It is called the Cold Heading Depart- 
ment from the fact that in the manu- 
facturing process of making bolts and 
screws the principal 
operations are 


cutting bolt and screw parts from 
steel wire 
and 
putting 
so-called' 


"heads" on them without heating. 


Operations are so rapid the human 


eye cannot catch them. Steel wire is 
fed in, clipped the proper length, the 
cut piece automatically shifted to a 
die where, under pressure, it Is short- 
ened, part of the metal gathering, at 
one end. Another automatic change, 
the head Is former and—"flip" an 
ejector drops the complete bolt Into a 
container. It all happens In the frac- 
tion of a second, for these machines 
have a capacity of 500 bolts a minute 
and exert a pressure varying from 
8,000 to 150.000 pounds, according to 
the size of the bolt or screw part. 


If a hexagon head Is to be put on 


the bolt It is sent to the trimming 
machine where with a rapidity al- 
most unbelievable the bolts are auto- 
matically placed

head trimmed to the proper shape.

matic thread rollers, where they are

are considered," Fred M. Zeder. vice- 
president in charge of engineering of 
the Maxwell and Chrysler motor cor 
porations, said yesterday. Mr. Zeder 
and his organization spent nearly 
four years designing the- car.

quality has kept Chrysler production 
from being much larger, for the de< 
mand for cars has been overwhelm' 
ing. with production still behind de< 
mand.

Always strain 
leincn or orange Juice before adding 
to ether Juices and always derv» a 
drink ice- cold ana with chips of ice in 
tae glasses. 


GRAPE JUICE 


Pick grapes from stem. Wash *hor- 


oughly,. Put in preserving kett'e with 
a very'little water and heat, stirring 
to prevent sticking. When the- skins 
are broken and the juice flows free- 
ly put into jelly bag and let dr>p. Mea- 
sure juice and allow one-fourth cup of 
granulated sugar for each cup of juice. 
Heturn Juice to preserving kettle and 
bring Juice to the boiling point. When 
boiling sift in the required amount of 
sugar. Any scum, that rises on the 
Juice before the sugar is added should 
be carefully skimmed off. After 
the 


sugar is added, there should be no 
scum. Do not let the juice boil after 
adding sugar. Pour into hot cans or 
bottles and seal quickly. The bottles 
MUST be full to ox-erflowing and the 
juice at the boiling point when sealed. 
This Juice should be diluted and served 
with ice when used as a drink. 


RASPBERRY NECTAR 


Four quarts raspberries, two quarts 


vinegar, sugar. 


Put berries in a crock and pour 


vinegar over. Cover with 
a, clean 


cloth and put In a cool place. Let 
stand 10 days or two weeks. 
Strain 


&nA measure. 


To every pint of juice add three- 


quarters of a pound 
of 
granulated 


sugar. Bring to the boiling point and 
simmer gently 20 minutes. 
Skim as 


scum rises. 


Let cool and pour into sterilized bot- 


tles. Seal and store in a. dark. dry. 
cool place. Dilute with ice water when 
used. 


WATERMELON COCKTAIL. 


Make balls of watermelon with a 


French vegetable cuf.er. Allow six or 
eight balls to a serving. If the melon 
is not sweet cover balls with sugar, 
about one-half to a spoon of sugar for 
each ball* is a good rule. Squeeze the 
Juice from oranges, allowing two-table- 
spoons of juice for each cocktail. 
Put 


the mixtures Into a glass jar. cover 
and let stand on. ice until 
needed. 


Serve in cocktail glasses •with a sprig 
of mint in each glass.

'BAITING WATERS* 


Undoubtedly at some time or an 


other you have passed an "qld tinier" 
coming along the lake or river with 
a bunch of poplar willow branches in 
his boat and evidently you thought 
that he was taking some wood to 
camp, or that he was a plain "nut" 
hauling that brush around in his 
boat. But—if you took time to in 
quire you would -find that this old 
timer was up to a real stunt, and 
that he was baiting waters. 


The old timer usually seeks out a 


favorite apot where the water is— 
tay from three to five feet deep— 
and about 25 feet from shore. 
He 


then takes a large rock, ties it secure 
ly with a rope and 
fastens 
the 


branphes of the poplar or willow tree 
to this and heaves it overboard. After 
ho has set five or six of these pop> 
lars. he baits the waters 
once or 


twice a day for three or four days 
with oatmeal, bits of meat, worms 
or the liko. and presto the minnow 
congregated around the baiting wat 
ers and have a regular riotious time 
dodging under and about those wil- 
lows and poplar trees. The gather 
ins of the 
minnow clan 
naturally 


brings forth the larger game. fins, 
and the spot becames

haven, for the finny tribe.

drama, expected to last two months, 
so many are the witnesses, so mul- 
tiple the documents to be gone into.

also in running airplanes and sub- 
marelns.
